London, February !.—Accompanying 
this article are three photographs 
which are likely to prove rather ex- 
ceptionally interesting to Americans 
just now. They depict what probably 
was the queerest museum in the world, 
and the hardly less quaint character 
who owned it, and were taken by the 
writer as long ago as July last. 

The home of this museum was a 
London saloon (or “public house,” as 
places of the kind are called here), 
and when I learned that among the 
remarkable collections of relics which 
its proprietor had gathered together 
was the famous battleflag of the Amer- 
ican ship Chesapeake, which was cap- 
tured by the British frigate Shannon 
in the war of !812, I determined to 
lose no time in writing an article in 
which my countrymen on the other side 
of the Atlantic should bse told about 
the “pub” and its queer contents. and 
history. Accordingly I paid a visit to 
the “Edinburgh Castle,” as the saloon is 
named, and not only received a courte- 
ous welcome from its owner, the late 
T. G. Middlebrook, but was allowed to 
take a number of photographs, among 
others that which shows him holding 
the Chesapeake’s famous flag. 

But the ‘article I planned has re- 
mained unwritten up to this day. Un- 
expected business took me to eastern 
Europe on a roving commission, and 
the “Edinburgh Castle” and its pro- 
prietor were forgotten until, 'on arriv- 
ing in London this week, a newspaper 
dispatch from the United States caught 
my eye and sent me post haste to my 
notebook and photograph file. For thus 
i learned for the first time that an 
effort was being made in the United 
States to raise money to purchase the 
Chesapeake’'s flag, which is shortly to 
be sold at auction in London with the 
other effects of the late proprietor of 
the “Edinburgh Castle,” who, it ap- 
pears, departed this life in August last, 
or only about a month after my visit 
to and interviey with him. At present 
the historic flag and the other valuable 
treasures of the strange museum are 
reposing in a sealed room, while prep- 
arations are bing made for their dis- 
persal at public sale on the 29th and

on the curious sight and wondering, 
like the fly in the amber, how the deuce 
he got there, but reconciled to it as, in- 
deed, he was obliged to be.” 

Besides the battleflag already referred 
to, there were a few other things which 
people from the United States gazed at 
with interest. Among these was a gen- 
uine mask of the duke of Wellington, 
taken immediately after death, and 
from which all others in existence have 
been copied. 

The weapon which attracted more 
popular attention than any other in 
the saloon museum was the trumpet on 
which was sounded the famous Bala- 
claya charge. This trumpet belonged 
originally to Trumpet Major Harry Joy, 
who, during the charge, was on the 
staff of the earl of Lucan, the com- 
manding general. The order to charge 
—mistaken though it was—reached Joy 
first among the troopers, and he blew 
the trumpet which caused one of the 
worst military disasters of modern 
times. The charge took place on Octo- 
ber 25, 1854. The trumpet remained in 
Joy’s family until the trumpeter'’s death 
in 1893. The duke of Cambridge, the 
colonel of the Seventeenth Lancers, 
gave Joy a position in the war office 
until his death. Though Joy was in 
the very forefront and thick of the 
fight, he came out of the battle prac- 
tically unscathed. 


fused it. On “Balaclava day” each 
year Middlebrook lent his trophy to the 
Balaclava committee, and it was used 
at the entertainment annually arranged 
for the benefit of the veterans. 

Another melanchol? objects in the 
Middlebrook museum was the actual 
spear with which General Gordon was 
killed at Khartoum. Beneath the 
spear was a skull cap with a red but- 
ton. This was worn frequently by 
Gordon and was presented to Middle- 
brook by General Gordon’s sister after 
he purchased the spear. An eye-witness 
of Gordon’s death thus describes his 
last hours in a letter to the general’s 
sister: “I well remember that terrible 
morning when the dervishes broke 
through our defenses and swept across 
Khartoum like a tidal wave. I was 
standing on the steps of the govern- 
ment building, where the great white 
pasha (Gordon) was, and I saw him 
coming down the steps. He was carry- 
ing a sword in his right hand and a 
revolver in his left. He had not reached 
the bottom of the flight when a spear 
struck him in the breast, and he fell 
almost at my feet.’ It is this very 
spear that was shown in the London 
saloon, a strange resting place for a 
relic which might well hang in the 
United Service museum. 

Middlebrook seems to have had a 
decided liking for relics of a somewhat

other warlike things, the saloon mu- 
seum contained a pocket-pistol owned 
by George Cruikshank, the famous 
artist, the first British bayonet ever 
made, and various swords and pieces of 
armor. 

But Middlebrook’s tastes did not run 
wholly to war. He went in also for 
“art, literature and the drama.” As to 
art, he possessed a really magnificent 
coHection of old and modern masters. 
There were paintings by Lord Leighton, 
Millais, Moreland, Watts, Birket Fos- 
ter, Herkomer and others. These were 
kept in a billiard room adjoining the 
bar of the tavern. As to literature, 
you could see Dr. Johnson's “very 
own” spectacles, which he wore on 
many an occasion, probably when writ- 
ing “‘Rasselas,” and his famous @iction- 
ary. Some of the books which were in 
the saloon museum dated back to 1587 
—many of them being first editions. 

The natural history department of 
the saloon museum contained some 
truly remarkable specimens. The most 
notable of these were several eggs of 
the now extinct Great Auk. There was 
also an enormous exe of the 
Roc, or aepyornis, of “Arabian 
Nights” fame. This last-mentioned egg 
is said to be the only one of its kind in 
existence. It is 3344 inches by 28 inches 
and is said to be worth $5,000. For his 
Great Auks’ eggs Middlebrook paid for 
different specimens, according to size 
and condition, various amounts, the 
cheapest costing $900, the most costly 
$1,500. There are only seventy Great 
Auks’ eggs in the world, and Middle- 
brook owned four of them. 

Middlebrook began collecting curios 
when a boy, his tastes running to coins 
and medals. Before he died he had 
one of the finest medal collections in 
the world. <A former owner of the 
present saloon—a Mr. Pool—“ran” a 
small museum as an attraction in con- 
nection with his bar: his tastes going 
mostly to “freaks.” When Middlebrook 
acquired the property in 1879 he deter- 
mined to gather about him a genuine 
collection of rare and valuable things. 
The saloonkeeper was not a man of 
great culture or education: and it is 
truly remarkable that he was able to 
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virtu.

The Willoughbys had it until their 
direct line failed, when the great cham- 
berlain passed to the two sisters of the 
last Willoughby. As two ladies cannot 
possibly be one lord, they agreed that 
the heirs of each of them should hold 
the office in alternate reigne. The 
heir of one was Lord Cholmondeley, 
who held the office under William the 
Fourth; the heir of the other was Lord 
Willoughby. who held it under Queen 
Victoria. But when Lord Willoughby 
died, vet again two sisters succeeded 
him. His half of the great chamber- 
lainship passed to Lady Willoughby and 
Lady Carrington. In the result it comes 
about that the office is in abeyance 
(which means in law language that it is 
there, but not vested in any one person) | 
between Lord Cholmondeley, Lord An- 
caster and Lord Carrington: and that 
Lord Cholmondeley exercises it at pres- 
ent by the king's command, In the next 
reign Lord Carrington, or his suwecessor, 
will take his innings. and after that 
| Lord Ancaster will take his turn.

Paris, February |.—Sufferings of the 
consumptive have never been more viv- 
idly shown than in the posthumous 
writings of a lHterary genius named 
Mescislas Goldberg. who died a few days 
ago at a sanitarium near Paris. 

“A man afflicted with consumption,” 
he writes, “is a modern leper. I am 
treated as an outlaw. As in the middle 
ages people fled from the path of a 
leper, who was compelled to herald his 
approach by means of a rattle, so to- 
day people avoid a man afflicted with 
consumption. 

“In the room adjoining mine in @ 
small hotel was a professional tenor, 
who practiced with his voice for hours 
together. One day, in the middle of 
a scale, he suddenly stopped to listen 
to my hacking cough. He must have 
made inquiries, for when’ he passed me 
on the stairs next day he hastily placed 
his handkerchief over his mouth and 
nose, and kept it there until he Was 
outside. Then the landlord came to 
me and explained that he must ask me 
to leave at once, for my next-door 
neighbor, the tenor, was afraid of los- 
ing his voice if I lived near him.’’ 

Goldberg had to leave, and wandered 
from one small hotel to ‘another, or- 
dered to leave as soon as other cus- 
tomers took alarm at his presence. 

“I took my meals in a cheap cafe, but 
as soon as my cadaverous features and 
cough caused a vacancy at the tables 
around me the proprietor, as kindly as 
he could, asked me to go, as.I was 
ruining his business.”’

Thig is a British city. notwithstand- 
ing its African and Astlatic inhabitants; 
and the ruling are the English. 
They are divided up into castes, almost 
as much as are the East Indians. The 
government officials rank at the head. 
They are the swells of the town. They 
dress well and spend a great deal of 
time out of office hours playing tennis 
and golf, which, strange to say, have 
already been introduced 
of the black continent. They also ride 
about horseback and in carriages, 
and upon very low salaries manage (to 
make a good show. Allied to them are 
the sportsmen and the noble visitors 
from abroad. We have a scattering 
element of dukes, lords and second sons 
of noble families who have come out 
here to inves: or to hunt big game. 
They are usually men of means, for 
the priees of large tracts of land are 
high and it also costs considerable mon- 
ey to fit out a game shooting expedi- 
tion. In addition there are Tfand specu- 
lators, who are chiefly young men from 
England South Africa. They dress 
in riding clothes, big helmet hats and 
top boots. They dash about the coun- 
try on ponies, and are especially 
evidence around the bars of the hotels. 
There are but few white women here. 
Several of the government officials have 
thelr wives with them, and now and 
then a titled lady comes out to hunt 
with her friends. T have met three 
women who have themselves shot lions. 

Nairobi has English doctors, dentists 
and lawyers. It has one photographer 
and two firms which advertise them- 
selves as Safari outfitters. These men 
supply you with tents. provisions and 
other things for shooting trips, and 
they will give you porters who. will 
carry your stuff and chase the ltons 
out of the jungles so that you may get 
a shot at them, 

Nairobi Newspapers. 

Tt seems strange fo have newspapers 
away out here under the shadow of 
Mount Kenia, within a 
on horseback lion and rhinoceros 
hunting Nevertheless, Nairobi has 
three weeklies. They are all banking 
on the future of the town and all claim 
to be prosperous. They are good sized 
journals selling for from two to three 
annas. or from four to six cents each. 
They have regular telegrams from the 
Reuter agency, which gives them the 
big news of the world, and they fur- 
nish full reports of the local cricket, 
polo, tennis and golf matches. This 
week's Star reports the meeting of the 
Rast African Turf Club, and in whe 
Globe Trotter I see the story of a 
cricket match which was held last 
Saturday between the government clerks 
and the townspeople. As to the adver- 
tisements. the most of them come from 
local merchants and+some are 
to an extreme. One in The Globe Trot- 
ter of today is signed by a well known 
American circus company, and states 
that it wants to buy a white rhinoceros. 
a giant hog, some wild dogs anda white 
tailed mongoose and bongo. Another 
advertisement !s that of the Homestead 
Dairy, showing the {improvements made 
along farming lines; and others state 
that certain merchants will outfit hunt- 
ers for shooting. There are many land 
sales advertised. and also machinery, 
American wagons and all sorts of agri- 
cultural implements. 

One of these newspapers of Nairobi 
'g edited by an Ameriean. It is: known 
as The Globe Trotter, and has a good 
circulation. The editor’s name is Da- 
vid Garrick Longworth, but I am not 
sure that he is a relative of the presi- 
dent's son-in-law. He is certainly en- 
terprising. and partakes of our presi- 
dent’s character in his love for wild 
game. He ut originally to 
buy lions, giraffes and rhinoceroses for 
Barnum & Bailey's and he still 
takes a whack at the wild beastg dur- 
ing intervais his editorial writ- 
ings. Mr. Longworth has done some 
newspaper work in the United States, 
and was editing a newspaper at Cairo, 
Egypt. just before he came here. 

Another paper of note is The Star of 
Bast Africa. T? owned by Mr 
Low, the brother of A. Maurice Low, 
the wel} known Washington corre- 
spondent of The Boston Globe and Lon- 
don magazines. The Star is very Amer- 
fean in its methods, and it delights In 
sensations. Last week published a 
supplement consisting of a pamphlet of 
sixty-four pages. on the outside of 
which was printed in large type the 
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“What the British government 
is doing for British Bast Africa.” 
Upon opening the pamphlet the other 


pages weré found to be blank. 
Hotels in Africa. 


Nairboi has three hotels, the Norflok, 
the Stanley and the Masonic, and the 
accommodations in them are comfort- 
able. I am stopping at the Norflok at 
the upper end of the town. It is a 
low. one-story building, with a wide 
porch in front, separated from the dirt 
street by a picket fence, and shaded by 
eucalyptus trees through which 
wind seems to pve ever sighing and 


moaning. The charges are $3.33 a day, | 
including meals, but I have to have my ! 


own servant to make my bed and at- 
tend to my errands. I have a room at 
the back with a fine view of the stable, 
and a German sportsman next door, 
who has a little cub lion about as big 
as a Newfoundlan dog, tied in a box 
During a part of 
the day he lets the baby lion out, and 
ties him by a rope to one of the pil- 
lars of the porch. The animal seems 
harmless, but his teeth are sharp, and 
he is entirely too playful to sult me. 
Besides, he roars at night. 

The horses here are fairly good, but 
the charges for them are high. When 
I ride out on horseback it costs me 
$1.65 an hour, and the carriage rates 
are still more. The best way to get 
about is in the jinrikishas, using neg- 
groes as beasts of burden. For a long 
ride over the plains horses are neces- 
Sary. 

American Trade, 


As to the heavy hauling of this part 
of East Africa it is mostly done by the 
sacred cattle of India. I mean the 
clean-cut animals with great humps on 
their backs. They are fine-looking and 


/are apparently well-bred. Some of these 


animals are hitched to American wagons 
brought out here from Wisconsin. I 
saw such a team hauling a Kentucky 
plow through the streets of Nairobi 
yesterday. Indeed, I find that American 
goods are slowly making their way 
into these wilds. American axes, Sew- 
ing machines and American sowers 
and planters are sold by the East In- 
The drug stores carry our pat- 
ent medicines, and every market has 
more Or less American cottons. The 
wood cutters are using American axes, 
but they complain of the flat or oval 
holes made for the handles. They say 
that a round hole would be better, as 
the natives who do the wood cutting 
are clumsy and the handles snap off at 
the ax. If roung holes were used 
heavier handles could be put in and 
the natives could make them 
selves, 

A Raflroad and Telegraph Center. 

Naiiboi promises to become oné of the 
railroad centers of this part of the 
world. It is the chief station between 
the Indian ocean and Lake Victoria, 
and a road is now proposed from here 
to Mount Kenia. By and by that may 
connect with the German road from 
Tanga to Kilmanjara. 

The country through which the Uganda 
railway goes is among the poorest in 
the colony, and the Mount Kenla road 
will open up a rich agricultural region 
which is thickly populated by tribes 
more than ordinarily industrious. The 
railroad shops are here, and the em- 
ployees have a large collection of tin 
cottages for their homes. The head- 
quarters of the railroad, where all the 
chief officers stay, are one-story tin 
buildings, and the telegraph offices are 
connected with them. 

Both railroads and telegraphs are run 
by the government. The telegraphic 
rates are comparatively low. Away 
out here in the wilds of Africa one can 
send messages far more cheaply than 
in the United States. I can send eight 
words from here to Uganda for 33 
cents, and can telegraph to London 
about as cheaply as you can telegraph 
from New York to San Francisco. This 
is so notwithstanding the difficulty 
which linemen have to Keep the 
wires in shape. I have already told 
vou how the natives steal the wire from 
the poles and make bracelets, anklets 
and earrings of it. They can use it for 
trading, and in some districts it will 
pass as money. During the Nandi re- 
bellion, forty-odd miles of wire were 
carried away and never recovered, and 
in one the provinces adjoining 
Uganda, above Lake Victoria, the na- 
tives are so crazy after the Qopper wire 
there used that it is almost impossible 
to keep the lines up. 

Another serious danger 
graph is the big game. The giraffes 
reach up and play with the brackets 
and pull the wire this way and that. 
At Naivasha, the hippopotami have once 
or twice butted down the poles, and I 
understand they have been doing con- 
siderable damage to the lines along the 
coast near the Tana river. In the heart 
of Uganda the monkeys have a way of 
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swinging on the wires and twisting 
them together, which stops the trans- 
mission of many messages, so that, tn- 
deed, the way of the lineman is hard.

TERRIBLE TALE 
UF PRISON LIFE 


Some if the Horrors of the 
‘The Tenth Pavilion,” 


Innocent Prisoner Was Given Death 
Sentence Because He Laughed. 
Many Prisoners Die of 
Hunger, Others Go 
Raving Mad. 


Special Cable. 

Cracow, Poland, February !.—One of 
the revolutionary leaders at Warsaw, 
who has escaped from the famous prison 
for political offenders known as “The 
Tenth Pavilion,” has just arrived here, 
and gives a terrible account of the 
treatment of the prisoners. 

The slightest offense—looking out of 
the window or knocking to attract the 
attention of a fellow-prisoner—is pun- 
ished with blows, sword cuts, or con- 
finement in a dark cell for several; 
weeks. If a prisoner does not get up 
and bow when the governor of tne 
prison enters his ceM he is knocked 
down and beaten by the warders. 

In the eighth corridor of “Tenth Pa- 
villon”’” are the socalled ‘‘death cells” 
(Nos. 44 to 49). These cells are damp 
and dark, and men sentenced to deatn 
often have to remain in them “(for 
months before the sentence is executed. 
Some die of hunger before their turn 
comes for being taken to the gallows. 
The only food given them !s six spoon- 
fuls of thin soup and a pound of black 
bread, and when the prisoners pro- 
tested against their treatment the gov- 
ernor replied: ‘‘What do I care? D166 
of hunger if you like it better than the 
gallows.’’ 

The judges aré ag brutal as the gover- 
nor. One man laughed on being sen- 
tenced to death, and though he was 
afterwards proved to be innocent, the 
judges decided that the sentence must 
be carried out ‘‘because he had  “~*not 
shown proper respect for the court.’’ 

One of the ceils is used as a forge, 
where chains are fastened on the pris- 
oners, Almost every day a man 18 
taken by a company of soldiers and a 
priest to the “red field’ (the place of 
execution). One of them, on being told 
after he had been imprisoned in a dark 
cell that it was his turn to go to the 
gallows, became raving mad, and hit 
and bit the gaolers. upon which they 
put a bag over his head and strangled 
him with towels. 

The commandant of the fortress and 
his officers assist at the executions, 
and the latter have been known to 
make bets as to the number of times 
the vict?m will writhe after the halter 
is around his neck. :

Vienna, February !.—Another act in 
a long drawn out tragedy which has 
overtaken one of the most distinguished 
aristocratic families in <Austma ie 
brought to light by the following police 
notice, published in Vienna: 

‘Countess Felicia Mazuchelll, 19 
years of age, brown hair, blue eyes, 
plack jacket, black fur collar. Missing 
from home since January !0. Belleved 
to have committed suicide.” 

The young countess is the daughter and 
zranddaughter of distinguished military 
men, and is remarkable for her personal 
beauty. Her father committed suicide 
owing to domestic troubles some years 
ago, and it is believed that she has 
taken her life on the anniversary of his 
death.

HAS PASSED AT AGE OF 38 


madonnas, pastels, altars and restored 
mediaeval work as few people nowadays 
know how, for mere pittance. But jn 
1901 his thre act drama, “The Wed- 
ding,” placed him high in public esteem 
and caused him to be acknowledged as 
the greatest writer of Poland during the 
past century. Beauty of language, Dan- 
teilan strength, immense dramatic effect, 
a portrayal of the events of every-day 
life, blendeag with an exhibition of the 
supernatural are worked into a play 
which only a master hand could save 
from melodrama, and, in saving it, pro- 
duce an effect that keeps its audience 
spellbound and breathless. Many other 
pieces followed this “Wedding,” includ- 
ing “Deliverance,” ‘‘Boleslas the Bold,” 
“Casimir the Great,” ‘‘Lelewel,” “The 
Rock” ang many other plays and poems 
butlit after the Greek model. | 
Many times he wias at the point of ee 

death and many times his strong spirit, 
which said he must work, triumphed 
over the pain-racked, diseased body. His 
great grief, some months before his 
death, was that he lost power over the 
fingers of his right hand and could no 
longer paint. But he made the doctor 
fix a pencil to his bandages and wrote. 
The proofs of his last drama, ‘‘Judges,” 
were corrected in this way for publica- 
tion in book form, a couple of weeks be- 
fore his death. There is little doubt 
that had he lived his work, which im- 
proveg steadily every year, would have 
won for him world-wide recognition. He 
was’ a fervent Roman Catholic and, 
though suffering agonies and conscious 
to the last momemt, dieg with that calm- 
ness that only great souls can show 
when crossing the gulf.

Warsaw, February !.—Death has just 
its hand upon a remarkable man 
whom competent critics have declared to 
be the most versatile genius Poland has 
produced in a century. He died at the 
age of 38, before his work was half done. 
Poet, painter, dramatist and scuptor, 
Stanislas Wyspianski painted a master- 
piece at twenty-five, wrote another at 
twenty-six ang gave more literature to 
the world in the last decade of his life 
than the author of “Quo Vadis” in a 
lifetime. 

His life story is as strange as his tal- 
ents were great and varied. Born in the 
old world town of Cracow, where Po- 
land's histoPy is written on every stone 
and Italian architects have laid their 
mark on every house, he grew up 
amongst traditions and things beautiful. 
The son of a sculptor, he began to work 
with his chisel. But he worked with 
his brain as well as his hands and the 
thought of the foreign yoke under which 
his people groaned, weighed heavily upon 
him. This melancholy ig common to 
Polish and Russian youth. They drown 
it, or try to drown it, in dissipation. 
Wyspianski did likewise and toiled like 
the proverbial negro as well. 

His health began to fail him. Then 
in Cracow began a movement among the 
Bohemians to get away from the hys- 
terical women of their class. Artists, 
poets and sculptors married peasant 
women—healthy, nerveless, ignorant. The 
new race which sprang from these 
unions they believe are destined to liber- 
ate Poland. Wyspiansk!i was sufficiently 
attracted by the movement to have his 
peasant woman. Her coarse ideas anda 
shrewish tongue grated against his deli- 
cate nature, but before he was twenty- 
five she bore him a son. Other children 
followed and finally he marnied her. 

A fatal disease, his enemies gay the 
result of dissipation, now mate its ap- 
pearance. The doctors giid he could not 
live long, especially as his lungs were 
also atacked. He said he had much to 
do before he died and—began to write his 
first masterpiece, a play called “The 
Warsaw Woman.”

Mrs. Woodhull says that she and her 
daughter have lqng been convincea that 
the true future of the race lay on the 
land, but they have realized the futility 
of many of the “back to the land’ ex- 
periments because they left out of ac- 
count the deadly monotony for people 
of culture and intellectual tastes.

Long distances from 
markets and the expenses of trans- 
which foreign competitors have to 
overcome, are more than counterbal- 
anced by the increased @®&xation and 
enhanced land values which the home 
producers have to meet. Large farms 
are rapidly becoming a thing of the 
past. The trend of present day agri- 
culture {s in the direction of small 
farms devoted to Intensive culture, 
which requires expert knowledge. 

‘Tr succeed on the land is the ques- 
tion of the individual—the man or the 
woman. The great cry everywhere is 
for absolute efficiency. The great strug- 
gle today in agricultuPe, as in com- 
merce, is between the skilled and capa- 
ble men and women and the incompe- 
tent who are a drag on the progres#ve 
spirit. 

“The club is intended to be an in- 
tellectual center in an_ agricultural 
community. What I may call the resi- 
dent mmebers are the real workers on 
the land. They rent small plots in the 
neighborhood and either live entirely 
at the club or reside tn cottages on the 
holdings. and take all their meals at 
the chub.

These figures show that juvenile crime 
has increased three times as much as 
adult crime. 

Closer examination shows also that 
the character of the offences for which 
conviction has been obtained grows 
worse. Theft of an ordinary type re- 
mains pretty stationary, and no in- 
crease worth consideration is seen in 
the offenses which arise from youthful 
thoughtlessness. But in the graver sort 
of offense, in forgery, arson, serious 
offenses against the person, above all, 
in offenses against morality, the in- 
crease Is of that startling nature which 
has alarmed all concerned. 

The director of a large reformatory 
school in Westphalis says in his report 
for the year ending November, 1907, 
that the children passing through his 
hands, of which there are about 300 
every year, show a rapidly deteriorat- 
ing type, especially is this the case 
with girls between the ages of 13 
and 18. 

Of the youths who entered the school 
in 1907 82 per cent were accustomed 
to the daily use of intoxicants, and of 
these 57 per cent were what might be 
called habitual offenders, that is to Say,

Each child has its 
little garden plot and is taught to cul- 
tivate it, for the founders of the school 
realize that agriculture ig to be the 
life work of most of these cchildren, 
and that the best way to teach it to 
them is as an amusement and recrea- 
tion at school, 

The ‘“‘school city’’ 
been so successful in New York and 
other American cities, is soon to be 
introduced, and by it the children will 
be taught their place in the state and 
their duty to it. 

The girls wil] be taught their duties 
as wives and mothers, cooking, nurs- 
ing, and caring for children, and “first 
aid” will be taught to boys and girls 
alike. In short, every effort is being 
made to fit these children for the work 
they will have to do in the world, and 
at the same time to make them more 
efficient and to give them a tar broad- 
er outlook than their parents ever had.

ons LON Inaccurate accounts of the inscription said to have been selected for the 
monument to be erected to Major Henry Wirz, confederate commandant at 
FUBLISHED DAILY, SUNDAY, TRI-WEEKLY | Andersonville, have been the means of creating a needless furore and a meas- 
ure of unnecessary recrimination here and there in both north and south. 

In some manner the impression was conveyed that the Daughters of the 
| Confederacy, Georgia division, had already agreed upon an inscription for 
the monument to Major Wirz which referred to his trial as “an illegal court- 
martial” and his execution as a “judicial “murder.” 

The impression thus conveyed is erroneous. Captain Louis G. Young, 

‘of Savannah, makes the statement that the expressions that have given 
‘offense were merely a suggestion; that they have yet to be passed upon by 
the Daughters of the Confederacy, and that it is probable the proposed in- 
‘scription will be materially modified. 
No student of history can now question that the trial and execution of 
Major Wfrz took place under abnormal and inflammatory conditions. At the 
close of a four years’ war, the north was no more qualified to judicially de- 
termine the merits of such a case than would have been the south under 
similar circumstances. Rancor, born of death and suffering, were rampant 
in both sections. 

Men were blinded by prejudice and bitterness yet raw, and their minds 
were quickly susceptible to harrowing recitals. It is unfair and illogical to 
judge the effect of evidence in those days by the cooler and calmer stand- 
ards of our times. The assassination of Lincoln had added further fuel to 
the fire, and it would have been indeed strange if the viewpoints of the most 
reasonable men had not taken their color from the exciting influences of 
the moment. 

The people of the south have an inalienable right to their innate convic- 
tions regarding the nature of the services of Major Wirz or any other south- 
erner, while a similar right extends to the people of the north with regard 
to their heroes. Yet when an inscription is to be chosen for the Wirz mon- 
ument, we believe that one can be selected that will be more pacific and 
less provocative than that suggested, and at the same time do full justice to 
the fidelity and achievements of the man whose memory is to be honored. 

Some years ago devoted northerners, who cherish their traditions with 
an equal fervor distinguishing those of the south, began the erection of mon- 
uments to their dead at Andersonville. The inscriptions, in some instances, 
were of a blunt and passionate nature which gave offense to coffederate 
veterans. A protest was entered. Without hesitation the offending phrases 
were removed or Satisfactorily modified. And yet in no single instance were 
any changes made which prevented full honor and credit being given the 
memory of the men thus distinguished. 

Can the south afford to be less generous? 

From the days when Grant uttered his kindly and meaning phrase, “Let 
us have peace,’ and Robert E. Lee set the south an immortal example of 
fortitude and gentle forbearance, the men who did the actual fighting and 
who endured the real suffering on both sides, have been working by word 
and deed toward brotherly reunion and a reconciliation which forgot the em- 
bittering asperities of the ‘sixties in the greater heritage of an evenly shared 
national destiny. 

We are indebted to the propitiatory utterances and actions of such men 
as Gordon and Wheeler, and Clement Evans and William McKinley, for the 
closing of a once wide breach. If the men who knew the full tragedy and 
who sustained the heavy burden of those days could exhibit such forbearance 
and breadth of spirit, cannot we of the generation that knows the details 
of the strife only through history emulate their superb example? 

The legacy of their great-heartedness lays on us an even larger obliga- 
tion. Let us do full justice to the men who did their duty as they saw the 
light; but let us, in the wisdom and the tolerance of this far-removed day, 
lay forever the sinister ghosts that would tempt us to rekindle the animosity 
and the bitterness of the past. 

Let us have peace!

NOT AN EFFECTIVE REMEDY. 


Those fines which the postoffice department reports to congress it has 
assessed against railroads which fail to comply with their contracts in the 
matter of prompt mail service, forcibly remind us of a continued applica 
tion of the Texas verdict of “not guilty, but don’t do it again.” 

For instance, for 272 delays between Atlanta and Macon, the total fines 


excuses involving providential causes. 

What a water-on-a-duck’s-back sort of a system is it that permits a fine 
of 70 cents for failure of important contract performante? 

Remissions considered, these fines for service delayed anywhere from 
one to six hours or more, which has come to be the rule rather than the 
exception Jn Georgia, range from 50 cents tos $5: with 2,596 delays on a 
selected number of routes during a period of fifteen months, the total fines 
collected aggregated $8,494, or an average of about $3.25 each. 

What folly to think that $3.25, scarcely the average price of a ticket 
between initial and terminal points, is going to make a railroad any more 
diligent in the dispatch of its mail trains, unless it should suit its convenience 
to be so! 

There is at least some hope for better conditions in the fact that Sen- 
ator Clay has taken vigorous hold upon the matter, and proposes to push it 
as far as possible in the direction of remedial requirement. 

Senator Clay’s success in this effort will be an important achievement 
in behalf of the people of Georgia and the entire south. 

The postoffice department and congress well know that the thing is not 
going to be stopped until the government emphatically and positively refuses 
to pay for a service that is not rendered. 

If a particular train delivers its quota of mail so late as to miss all con- 
nections, and puts it twenty-four hours behind on the rural routes, that mail 
might as well be held for a subsequent train, for all the good that = 
been done. 

It is a clear case of failure of performance of contract, for which the 
only remedy is, not petty fifty-cent or even three-dollar fines, but the with- 
holding of the entire proportion of compensation which such train would 
have earned had it been on time. 

It is time for the postoffice department to stop this penny-ante sort 
of a game it is playing, if its purpose is to accomplish anything of_definite 
value to the public. 

It is to be regretted that in the department which controls a service of 
Such vast public ‘importance should be found the weak spot in an otherwise 
forceful and result-achieving national administration. 

Congress seems disposed to look with favor upon the remedial sugges- 
tion of Senator Clay, and it is to be hoped it will go to the bottom of it 
and apply that curative which the spreading and epidemic evil demands. 

It is a question of public policy into which, fortunately, there can he 
no excuse for injecting party bickerings, and we doubt not that the wide- 
spread and just demand of the people will meet with ready and effective 
response. , 


NOT A PARTISAN ISSUE. 


The manifest tendency on the part of members of congress to make 
financial legislation a party matter is to be deplored. 

There, should be but one object before congress in this connection—to 
give the country the best possible currency relief measure that can be de- 
vised and passed. 

The Aldrich bill may be open to much criticism: it may be possible to 
devise a much more satisfactory and effective measure, from other points 
of view, but would it be possible to pass it? 

There is the question. If it is to be the Aldrich bill or nothing, by all 
means let the country have the Aldrich bill. About the only thing the 
democratic members could hope to accomplish by obstructive tactics is the 
defeat of any financial legislation whatsoever at this session. This is cer- 
tainly not an achievement to excite party ambition at a time when it is pos- 
sible to secure at least partial relief and assurance against a repetition of 
the conditions of last fall. 

Whatever may bg claimed against the Aldrich bill, it may at least be said 
in its favor that it provides for relief from currency famine—a relief scarcely 
possible under the present statutes except through questionable expedients 
—and it seeks to make equitable distribution of whatever additiona] cur- 
rency may be issued in response to demand. 

Those, after all, are the main points, and there is little reason to quibble 
over the question of security as long as it is reasonably safe and the ad- 
ministration of the law is backed by honesty and sound judgment. 

It is admitted that the Aldrich bill is more or less of an experiment. 
This would be true of any measure that might be presented. The truth of 
the matter is that wherever a few financiers are gathered togther, there 
are just about as many ideas as to what ought to be done as there are 
financiers. 

If the sine qua non of financial legislation is the Aldrich bill, that meas- 
ure should be passed rather than that all legislation should fail. It should 
be tested out and amended in its weak points as they are disclosed. 

If the two parties in congress have got to have something to wrangle 
over because it is a presidential year, let it be something else than financtal 
legislation. 

Obstruction is more than likely to mean adjournment with nothing done: 
with a possibility of the recurrence of the currency stringency and no pro- 
vision to meet it. 

Let congress give the country currency relief at this session, if it does 
nothing else. 

Time and experience alone can develop whatever is lacking in it, and 
when needed the remedy will not be found wanting.

It is this railroad situation which the 
federal government holds is tntolerable, 
and the government proposes, in the 
interests of the entire country, to do 
something to get rid of it. 

In the order issned by the administra- 
tion looking to the institution of civil 
proceedings to terminate the “Harriman 
situation,” a long step is said to have 
been taken toward compelling the re- 
organization of almost all the large 
railroad systems of the country. Every 
railroad of any proportions and every 
security holder is interested in this 
movement. 

If the government should succeed In 
maintaining its contention, the holding 
companies for lines which compete in 
any way must dispose of the stock in 
their possession which makes them 
amenable to the law, and the system 
cannot consist of two or more lines 
which have points of competition. 

The recent decision of Judge Hough, 
requiring Edward H. Harriman and 
Otto H. Kahn to tell on the witness 
stand what the directors of the Harri- 
man system profited by its purchases 
of securities of other railroads, will 
be applied, it is stated, in the civil 
proceedings, and it is generally under-

The government’s plan now appears 
to be to break up illegal combinations 
and to. restore competition wherever 
possible. There Is no intention, it is 
stated, to injure any honest, law- 
abiding railroad, but the Harriman 
combination has been declared intoler- 
able. To the end that railroad securi- 
ties should be safe and conservative 
investments for the people, the presi- 
dent thinks the risks of the railroad 
company should be reduced to a mini- 
mum. The interstate commerce com- 
mission contends that it adds an ele- 
ment of hazard to a ralilroad’s capital 
and credit to have its funds invested 
in the stocks of other companies, 
thereby endangering its solvency and 
its ability to pay reasonable dividends 
upon its own capital stock. 

Discussing thre situation, a member 
of the interstate commerce commission 
is quoted as saying: 

“The contention of tne government is 
far-reaching and disturbing. 

“The ownership by one road of stock 
in other roads which are more or less 
competing is something that exists 
quite generally. For instance, there is 
a holding company in Connecticut 
known as the Atlantic Coast Line which 
owns the stock of the Atlantic Coast 
Line Ratlroad Company. The latter 
owns 5! per cent of the Loulsville and 
Nashville. The Louisville and Nashville 
owns 5! per cent or more of the stock 
of the Nashville, Chattanooga and 8t. 
Louis. So there is a small holding com- 
pany which dominates three quite im- 
portant systems of railroads. Of course 


they are not directly competing, but 
if you examine a railroad map you 
will find there is more or less compseti- 
tion at certain points. 

“To take another illustration, the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern owns 5Il per 
cent of the stock of the Minneapolis, 
St. Louis and Omaha ‘railroad. Look 
at the map again an, you 


r-te. The Pennsylvania owns a con- 
siderable amount of the stock of the 
Baltimore and Ohio. The Erie has stock 
in the Lehigh Vallev. The New York 
Central bought the stock of the Mich- 
igan Central and the stock of the Lake 
Shore. These two roads were coinpet- 
itors as much as any two roads could 
be. They connect Chicago and Buffalo. 
The Central paid for those roads by 
issuing its own debenture bonds, taking 
in exchange the stock as collateral se- 
curity. 

“If the supreme court sustains the 
government, it is evident there must 
be a radical reorganization of the rail- 
road business of the country. There are 
so many situations exactly like that of 
the Union Pacific and the Southern Pa- 
cifiCc and the Union Pacific and the 
Santa Fe and other lines in which the 
former road holds a stock interest. And 
the securities which have been issued 
for the purpose of effecting the com- 
binations are all more or less con- 
cerned. 

“It is not certain, of course, that the 
supreme court will uphold the govern- 
ment. Harriman effected the combina- 
tion he made on the principles laid 
down by Associate Justice Brewer in 
connection with the Northern Securities 
suit.”

CUT ACREAGE, 
SAYS JOHNSON 
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Georgia Division of S.C. A. 
Meets in Atlanta 
Wednesday. 


In calling attention to the coming 
annyal convention of the Georgia di- 
Vision of the Southern Cotton Associa- 
tion, which will meet in the senate 
chamber at the state capitol Wednes- 
day, President M. L. Johnson stressed 
the importance of organized action by 
the cotton producers to the end of 
maintaining a fair price for their prod- 
uct. 

President Johnson said: 

“It ig a fact worthy of consideration 
and comment that other great farm 
products than cotton are holding their 
Own in price and are higher now than 
for several seasons past at the same 
time of the year. 

“This fact ig true of wheat, corn, 
hay, oats and all the Staple products, 
and yet the volume of money for the 
purpose of handling these crops is just 
ag Small and scant as that available 
for handling cotton. 

‘If the volume of money {is so ma- 
terial a factor in fixing the price, why 
has not the alleged scarcity affected 
the price of wheat and corn just as it 
has affected cotton? The supplies of 
these crops to meet the demands are 
just as pientiful, if not more go than 
the supply of cotton. 

“The truth is the alleged money 
scarcity has nothing to do with it. 
Treasury reports show that our supply 
of money is greater per capita now 
than it has ever been. The fact jis that 
systematic efforts have been made to 
depress the price of cotton, a‘southern 
product.

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MANY COMPLAINTS MADE 
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UNDER PURE FOOD LAW 


| Agricultural Department Kept Busy Investigating Sales 


of Foods and Drinks Alleged to Violate 
Law—Gossip at Capitol. 


Numerous complaints, some of them 
of strange character, of violations of 
the pure-food law are reaching the 
state department of agriculture. Con- 
tinued multiplication of these com- 
plaints, if all of them are investigated, 
will, before long, necessitate additions 
to the pure-food inspection force. 

A man was walking along an Atlanta 
street the other day, when he was 
stopped by the sign “Fresh Apple Ci- 
der.” Stopping, he began to quaff a 
glass. A sip Was enougm. 

“You call that apple cider?” he said. 

“Certainly,” replied the proprietor. 
“Tf you don’t like it, leave it.” 

“Well, it's a fraud and an imposi- 
tion,” said the customer, “and I'll re- 
port it to the pure-food authorities.”’ 
And he did. 

An inspector went out and got a sam- 
ple of the stuff. The chemist has been 
too busy to get to it, and has not made 
his report. 

The other day the commissioner of 
agriculture received a letter from J. 
H. Reid, of Montezuma, stating that 
his whole family of six persons had 
been poisoned by drinking a certain 
kind of coffee, a sample of which he 
forwarded to the department. He 
stated that the pofson, whatever it 
was, caused intense nausea, but did 
not prove fatal. The state chemist is 
now trying to ascertain what is the 
nature of the poisonous foreign sub- 
stance in the coffee. 

Complaints about bad vinegars, can- 
ned goods and cattle and stock feeds 
are frequent, and the commissioner of 
agriculture has issued several orders 
in regard to these. 

One recent complaint was to the ef- 
fect that bad meat was being served 
to the inmates of a certain institution. 
Samples of the meat were secured, and 
it was found to be in the first stages 
of disintegration. Its use was ectered| 
stopped. | 

Of course, it did not come exactly 
within the purview or the pure-food ! 
law, but the’ sheriff of Gwinnett | 


county thought the state ought to help 
him out of a dilemma, so he sent to 
the department of agriculture the oth- 
er day, some old clothes supposed to 
have been worn by &@ man under in- 
dictment in that county for murder. 
There was what appeared to be blood 
upon the clothes, and it was asked that 
the state chemist make an analysis 
and certify whether or not it was hu- 
man blood. 

The state chemist's time is so wholly 
taken up with fertilizer ana pure-food 
analysis, that he found it impossible to 
do this work, and Commissioner Hud- 
son returned the clothes, with the sug- 
gestion that they be sent to a com- 
mercial chemist. 

The commissioner has recently under- 
taken a campaign with a view to the 
suppression of worthless and adulter- 
ated foods for cattle, horses and 
chickens, and some fufther orders with 
respect to these may soon be expected 
from the department

The Contract Labor Law. 


While convictions under Georgia's cons 
tract labor law, enacted in 1903, have 
not been wanting, they have a hard time 
in standing the test of the appellate 
courts, and, as a rule the defendants 


have only to appeal to secure their ace . 


quittal. 

The law was passed primarily to safe- 
guard the farmers of the state against 
fraud on the part of Jaborers who, under 
agreement to perform services for a cere 
tain period, might secure advances in 
the shape of cash or provisions and then 
skip out without complying - with their 
part of the contract. The offense 
classed as cheating and swindling, 
misdemeanor, and is so punishable. 

Numerous convictions under this law 
have been sent to the state court of 
appeals since its organization a little 
more than a year ago, and in not one 
instance so far has the conviction been 
sustained. The juries in these cdseg 
evidently seek to protect the farmer, 
but proceed without a clear idea of the 
intent and meaning of the law. 

In the last batch of decisions just 
handed down by the court of appeals, 
there were two of these convictions, both 
of which were reversed. One of them, 
for example, was that of Rickerson v. 
the state, in which the evidence showed 
that Rickerson had worked four months 
for his employer under contract, and 
then left him as the result of a dispute. 

In reversing the lower court, the court 
of appeals held that the fact that Rick- 
erson worked four months was sufficien? 
evidence that he did not intend to de- 
fraud his employer. The act, the court 
States, was not intended to enforce the 
collection of debt or to prevent a breach 
of contract, but solely to guard against 
patent fraud on the part of the em- 
ployee. The Rickerson case was from 
the city court of Dublin. 


A Puzzling Vagrancy Question. 


How long does it take a man to be 
come a vagrant? 


This is a question which, in effect, wag 
propounded to the state court of appeals 
in the case of Shine Harris v. the state, 
from the superior court of Floyd county. 

The appellate court did not answer it 
directly, but in reversing the decision 
of the court in which Harris wag cone 
vieted, it says: 

“It is error to instruct the jury that @ 
person may become a vagrant in a very 
short while—in fact, in a few days— 
provided he is able to work and does 
not work and has no property to support 
him and wanders about in idleness; for 
the jaw does not contemplate that un- 
der such circumstances a person may 
work one or two days in @ Week and 
then loaf around for the remainder of 
the week.’ ”’ 

The court of appeals further says it 
is not a question of how long !t takes 
aman to become a vagrant, but whether 
he is actually a vagrant. 

It is evident, however, from the appel- 
late court's decision that ft does not 
agree with Judge Wright's view that a 
man who has not gotten into the habit 
may become a vagrant within a “very 
few days.’ 

But the question as to just how long it 
takes a man to become a vagrant will 
probably remain a mystery for some 
time to come.

No. 4 egg and feather food, growing duck 
food: No. & growing chick food: No 3. fat- 
tening food; No. 1, nursery chick food; No. 6,

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DETAILS OF MURDERS — 
CUNNINGLY PLANNED 


| King and His Family Were Returning to Palace After 
Day of Great Excitement in Lisbon—Guard 
Placed Along Royal Route. 


Lisbon, February !.—The Getails of 
the murders show that they were cun- 
ningly arranged. The fact that the 
royal family were returning from Villa 
Vicosa had been made public In advance 
and the authorities had arranged what 
they considered an effective guard along 
the route which the royal carriage was 
to take. The trip from Villa Vocosa 
was without incident. 

The king and his family returned at 
the end of the day of the greatest ex- 
citement in the city on account of whole- 
sale arrests and the continual discovery 
of new depost of arms and bombs. A 
great throng were grouped about the 
Barreirio railroad station and the nceigh- 
boring streets when the members of 
the royal family dlsembarked for the 
puspose of driving across the Tagus in 
reaching the actual limits of Lisbon. 
The court carriages awaited them before 
the landing stage and the king and 
queen and the two princes entered the 
leading carriage, which startcd immedi- 
ately, wheeling into the Praco de Com- 
mercio. 

Suddenly there was a sharp crack of a 
carbine, which startled the assemblage. 
Then the air was filled with a succession 
of sharp reports, and the king was seen 
to jump up and reach for his throat, 
then to drop back on the cushions. The 
crown prince almost simultaneously was 
seen to collapse and fall toward the 
sides of the carriage, while the queen, 
driven to frenzy, was seeking to save 
the crown prince and the infant Manuel 
by shielding them with her vody. 

A great hush fell upon the crowd, 
which, for the moment, did not comgre- 
hend that a swift tragedy had been 
enacted. Then loud cries of anger burst 
forth, coupled with the shrieks of 
women and frightened children, and 
the commotion and the roar of the pop- 
ulace suddenly thrown Into rage and 
fear. 

Near the royal carriage a small group 
of silent men had quletly awaited its 
approach. Then at a muttered word 
from one of them, they swiftly threw 
back their cloaks across their shoulders 
and presented the carbines which their 
cloaks had concealed and quickly fired 
again and again in the direction of 
the royal family. : 

It seemed as though a score of shots 
were fired and all in an instant, and 


before the startled onlookers could move, 


the men hag turned and were madly 
fighting their way through the crowd in 


an endeavor to reach an open space and 
escape. it was upon this scene that the 
multitude looked when quick-sounding 
shots had toh of violence The royal 
escort instantly galloped in the diret- 
tion of the assassins and pursued them 
down the street, firing repeatedly ana 
bringing to earth two of the regicides, 
riddliing ‘them with bullets. The people 
on all sides drew back as the assassins 
dashed away from the carriage, but a 
portion of the crowd followed the sol- 
diers in pursuit and succeedeg in captur- 
ing three of them, who had escaped the 
bullets from the troopers’ revolvers. 
Meanwhile an unhappy scene was in 
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progress at the royal carriage, where 
King Charles lay already dead and the 
crown prince unconscious and breathing 
his last and the infant Manuel, 
blood streaming from his mouth, lean- 
ing over the slain father and his dying 
brother. The queen, who had miracu- 
lously escaped unwounded from the vert- 
table rain of bullets, was kneeling be- 
side her husband and son. The excite- 
ment in the vicinity of the tragedy 
threatened to become serious, and the 
soldiers quickly surrounded the carriage 
which was driven to the marine arsena) 
near by. The king and crown prince 
were tenderly carried into the building, 
while a surgeon, one of the spectators, 
hastily did everything possible to save 
their lives.

by means of decrees. The cabinet was 
of the opinion that thus having estab- 
lisheq its determination radically to 
reorganize the affairs of the country 
it could appeal with the fullest confi- 
dence to the people in a general elec- 
tion. The opposition attacked the king 
for dissolving parliament, declaring 
this: to be an unconstitutional step. 
Senhor Franco, the premier, publfied 
a decree dissolving the chamber and 
stated that after seven months of 
parliamentary strife he had found it im- 
possible to govern with a parliament 
and to carry out his legislative pro- 
gram, which included a policy of social 
and economic reforms and efficient 
party control of the administration. In 
this he established a veritable dictator- 
ship ang since then has governed with 
an iron hand. 

Reports emanating from many parts 
of Portugal and through Madrid in 
Spain within the last few months have

She Died Trying to Save Others. 


Mrs. Bert lost her life In trying to 
arouse the inmates. The dense smoke 
poured up the stairway, soon filled the 
hallways and entered the rooms. Mrs. 
Bert’g room, on the third floor, was 
close to the landing and she was arous- 
ed and hurried down the hallway on 
that floor and attempted to wake the 
sleeping roomers. The smoke soon 
drove her to the second floor, where 
she tried to give an alarm. 

The smoke-and flames, however, com- 
pelled her to desist, and she sought es- 
cape by the stairway. At the top of 
the second floor landing she stumbled, 
and, falling headlong down the stair- 
way, landed in the thickest of the 
flames. At the bottom her charred 
body was later found by the firemem 
The bodies of the four other victims 
were found in their beds.

Dr. Morice Grant asked Mr. Weldon 
a few questions about who made money 
out of the fairs, who stood for the 
losses and if the association hadn't 
failed to pay its bill-posting bills. Mr. 
Weldon said that there were no profits, 
the merchants stood losses and all bills 
had been paid. 

At one time Mr. Weldon said to the 
chairman that he did not care to en- 
Sage in a controversy with Dr. Grant. 
as the matter might grow personal. 

Made Fun of Fairs. 


W. L. Reynolds, an insurance man, 
Said that if Atlanta was going to have 
a real fair it might be all right. 

“We have been having fakes,” he 
said, “and I am tired of apologizing 
for them to my friends who come to 
Atlanta. The so-called fairs have con- 
sisted of fakirs, popcorn, spielers and 
hoochee-coochees. We pay taxes out 
my way near the park and we are tired 
of monkey shows. If you want to have 
a Street fair, have it down among tine 
merchants. What’s the use of trying 
to have a fair, if you can't sell beer 
Or have horse races? Last year our 
mayor got into a row because he bet 
on a horse race. I honestly belfeve 
that all those who have been talking 
fair here this afternoon have been do- 
ing so for buncombe.’ 

W. G. Raoul made a_e statement in 
which he gave a history of the pur- 
chase of Piedmont park by the city. 
He held that under that contract the 
park could be used only for a park or 
for other “public purposes.’ He con- 
tended that a fair could not be public, 
as the people were excluded unless 
they paid a price. He wanted the fact 
that there was going to be no fair to go 
forth, as the people would never be 
aroused and go to work to get the 
park beautified until they knew that 
fairs were ta be held there no more. 
He believed in good fairs, but thought 
they should not be held at the park. 


Linton C. Hopkins spoke against the | 


holding of a fair at Piedmont park. 

“The city has $4,000," he said, “for 
the park this year, and if the fair is 
held off we can start at once to beau- 
tify the grounds. We have had the 
most absurd performances at the park 
under the name of fairs. They have 
been ridiculous beyond expression. 
‘there may have been a few merchants 
benefited because they had a chance to 
unload some old goods on visitors from 
the country, or some boarding houses 
that sold a lot of stale chickens, but 
the vast majority of merchants are 
lukewarm or they would be here now. 
Farmers will not come to Atlantc. now 
when they get a little money and a 
holiday, because the town is dry. The 
city needs all the parks she can get 
and I believe she has less parks than 
any city her size in the world.’ 

Sam D. Jones believed in good fairs 
and thought those already given were 
geod ones, but he did not think that 
they should be held at Piedmont park 
any longer.

Punta Arenas, Strait of Magellan. Féeb- 
ruary !.—The American battleship fleet 
steamed into Punta Arenas harbor to- 
day and came to anchor at 12:50 o'clock.

Decision Against Bell 


Telephone Company at Chicago. 

Chicago, February |.—Judge Windes 
in the Cook county circuit court today, 
rendered a decision of importance to the 
telephone industries of the country. By 
virtue of the court's decision, the 


American Telegraph and Telephone Com- 
pany, known as the Bel] Company, is 
directed to return to the Original own- 
ers 4,31! shares of stock in the Kellogg 
Switchboard and Supply Gompany, of 
this city. : 

The court declared that the holding of 
the Kellogg stock was contrary to the 
law, in that it tended to create a 
monopoly. 

The Kellogg company was Organized in 
1902 by Milo Kellogg. who later went 
to California becauSe of ill health. leav- 
ing a power of attorney with Wallace 
DeWolf. The latter, it is declared in 
_the court record, transferred all of Kel- 
logg’s stock to the American com- 
pany, and as the Kellogg company 
made a specialty of manufacturing for 
independent telephone conrpanies. 
effect on the trade of the transfer of 
the stock was severely felt. 

Kellogg disapproved of the transfer of 
stock, and brought suit to have it set 
aside. Minority stockholders joined in 
the suit. alleging thar it-was against 
public policy to allow one corporation 
to hold stock in a competing company, 
and also that the transfer of the stock 
constituted a violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law.

HOW WILL JOHNSTON STAND 
ON OPEN MEETING QUESTION? 


The Constitution is in receipt of resah 


following inquiry: 

Will Councilman Steve Johnson now advo- 
cate open meetings for the board of educa- 
tion since he so ably and successfully cham- 
pioned open elections for all city offvials, 
tfiereby defeating caucuses? Will he carry 
out his purpose of seeing that “all things 
connected with the city government are done 
in the open?’’ 

This inquiry was probably prompted 
by the fact that Councilman Johnston 
led the fight against caucuses and in 
doing so said that so long as he was 
a member of council there should never 
be anything done by him officially 


which he did not wish all the people 
to know. 

Another reason for the inquiry may 
be that Councilman Johnston is an ex- 
officio member of the board of educa- 
tion and his stand in council will have 
great weight. 

The board of education is the only 
board in the city that holds every 
meeting in secrecy, both the public and 
the newspapers being barred. When-| 
ever that board meets the room is im- 
mediately cleared, and not only are the 
doors locked, but the transoms are 
closed. When the meetings are over 
the secretary makes out a statement 
for publication. 

The board did not always do this, but 
for the past several years the closed- 


door policy has been strictly carried 
Gut. It is argued by the board that 
secret meetings are necessary, because 
the board sometimes has to investigate 
troubles between patrons and teachers 
which it would not do to make public. 


Those who advocate the open meet- 
ings say that the board can always gO 
into executive session when such com- 
plaints are to be investigated, but at 
all other times the meetings should be 
open to the public, as every other 
board does in the city. It is stated 
that the board has no right to select 
books, make contracts and in other 
ways spend the people's tax money be- 
hind closed doors. 

The strongest point made against 
slosed doors, and the very one on which 
Councilman Johnston based his fight 
against caucuses, ‘is that’ the people 
have a right to know how every mem- 
ber of the board of education votes on 
public measures and for the selection 
of teachers. 

It seems very probable that a meas- 
ure will be introduced in council in 
the shape of an ordinance requiring the 
board of education to hold open meet- 
ings, with the provision that the board 
can always go into executive session 
for certain purposes. 

When this measure is. introduced, 
then Councilman Johnston can answer 
the inquiry for himself.

Jan Kubelik Coming. 


Jan Kubelik is coming, and friends of 
music in Atlanta have one more reason 
to rejoice. The management of the 
Grand has secured an engagement with 
the renowned violinist for the 20th of 
February, and his recital will be an event 
of profound interest. 

Kubelik young—he is only twenty- 
seven—anj so it seems hard to under- 
stand his long record of triumphs, but 
ft must be remembered that his repu- 
tation was founded as a prodigy and 
that before he was twenty -one he had 
stirred the artistic world of Europe and 
America with his playing. Since then 
both continents have time and again 
risen up to call him great. 

His history is a romance of two 
phases, especially during the years since 
he first came into public notice The 
story of his artistic evolution and suc- 
cesses has owed along harmoniously 
with the story of his love affair with a 
Hungarian countess and his happy mar- 
ried life with her, this chapter in his 
career having the marked interest of 
contrast with his poyhood, which was 
passed in the obscure home of his peas- 
ant father, a gardener in the Bohemian 
village of Michle, where Jan Kubelik was 
born.
